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CAROLINE  OF  ANSPACH.  Wilhelmina  Charlotte  Caroline,  daughter  of  John  Frederick, 
Margrave  of  Brandenburg-Anspach  was  born  in  1683;  rejecting  Catholic  suitors,  she  married 
the  future  George  II  in  1705.  Nine  years  later  she  came  to  the  English  court  and  soon  proved 
to  be  a  very  capable  and  popular  Princess  of  Wales.  On  the  accession  of  her  husband  to  the 
throne  in  1727  she  became  known  as  Queen  Caroline;  she  had  continuing  beneficial  influence 
on  the  king,  the  court,  the  politicians,  the  Church,  and  charitable  causes.  On  her  death  in 
1737  George  caused  a  ‘death-coin'  to  be  struck  in  Hanover  in  fulsome  eulogy  (Hawkins, 
Medallic  Illustrations ,  Geo.  I.  80,  p.  521);  Hawkins  notes  that  the  inscription  ‘is  very 
laudatory  of  the  Queen,  but  none  the  less  true,  as  her  character  was  without  blemish’. 

ROSA  SINE  SPINA.  This  reputation  presumably  accounts  for  the  fact  that  two  of  her 
earlier  commemorative  medals  bear  on  the  reverse  a  rose-bush  and  the  words  ‘Rosa  sine 
spina',  meaning  The  Rose  without  a  Thorn.  ( M.I .  Geo.  I.  47  and  48,  p.  443  Figs  1,  2).  M.L 
41  a  draped  bust,  of  Caroline,  right  (Fig.  10);  M.L  48  a  draped  bust,  left.  Hawkins  attributes 
these  to  Croker,  with  the  date  1718.  The  first  bust  was  used  again  as  the  reverse  of  an  acces¬ 
sion  or  coronation  piece  in  1727  (M.I.  Geo.  II.  12,  p.  482;  Fig.  1 1). 

There  are  two  other  pieces  with  a  rose-bush  reverse  and  the  ‘Rosa’  inscription.  One  has  as 
obverse  a  bust  of  George  II  (M.I.  Geo.  II.  3,  p.  479,  Fig.  4);  the  other  with  a  bust  of  George  I 
is  attributed  by  Nelson  (Brit.  Num.  Journ.  1905)  to  William  Wood’s  Rosa  Americana  series 
as  a  pattern  of  1724  (Fig.  3).  Of  the  first  of  these  Hawkins  states  that  it  is  a  ‘complimentary 
counter  without  any  special  meaning'.  However,  it  is  here  suggested  that  the  reverse  dated 
1727  honours  Queen  Caroline  after  her  husband’s  accession;  the  piece  is  referred  to  later. 

THE  CONNECTION  WITH  WILLIAM  WOOD.  The  reverse  of  the  1724  Rosa 
Americana  pattern  is  from  the  same  die  as  M.L  48.  Hawkins  says  MJ.  47  and  48  are 
‘somewhat  rare  because  they  were  not  considered  worth  preserving’,  so  it  seems  remarkable 
that  six  years  later  Wood  should  use  the  die  for  a  coinage  pattern.  Nelson  for  his  part 
suggests  that  both  the  pattern  and  M.L  48  were  made  about  1724.  A  piece  of  evidence  is  now 
presented  to  support  this  view.  M.L  47  shows  a  rose-bush  with  one  flower  in  full  bloom  and 
six  part-open  flowers.  Taking  into  account  the  symbolism  of  the  time,  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  the  full  bloom  represents  Caroline  and  the  she  less  mature  flowers  her  children. 
Her  sixth  surviving  child,  Mary,  was  born  on  22  February,  1723;  her  seventh,  Louisa,  on  7 
December,  1724.  This  fits  in  well  with  Nelson’s  opinion,  but  it  does  not  explain  why  M.L  48 
depicts  a  full  rose  with  only  two  part-open  flowers;  it  may  be  that  these  represent  the  only  two 
surviving  male  children  -  Frederick  Lewis,  the  elder  son,  and  William  Augustus,  Duke  of 
Cumberland,  born  15  April,  1721. 

Had  there  been  no  Rosa  Americana  coinage  the  pattern  would  have  to  be  considered  as  a 
mule  of  the  obverse  of  a  coin  of  1724  from  the  Irish  series  with  the  reverse  of  MJ.  48.  Rather 
than  a  mule  without  significance,  it  might  have  been  deemed  a  compliment  to  Caroline, 
similar  to  M.I.  3.  Study  of  a  photograph  of  the  reverse  of  M.I.  3  suggests  that  this  medalet  is 
a  close  copy  of  the  Wood  rose-bush  reverse  rather  than  a  die  alteration  (Fig.  4).  Was  the  copy 
made  by  one  of  Wood’s  craftsmen? 

In  Seaby’s  Bulletin  (July,  1979)  attention  is  drawn  to  the  wide  divergence  in  weight  of  the 
very  few  known  specimens  of  the  pattern,  but  it  is  there  suggested  that  this  has  little  sig¬ 
nificance  as  the  pieces  are  patterns  and  not  coins;  a  specimen  of  M.L  48  at  72  grains  is  lighter 
than  any  of  the  patterns,  which  vary  from  83.8  to  127  grains. 

In  the  patent  Wood  was  instructed  to  put  on  the  reverse  a  crown,  the  word  ‘America’,  the 
date  and  ‘any  other  mark  or  Addition  as  may  be  proper’;  there  was  to  be  no  variation  save  by 
Royal  Warrant.  The  1722  issue  bears  no  crown;  perhaps  it  was  realisation  of  this  breach  of 
the  patent  that  led  to  its  appearance  on  the  1723  coins.  There  seems  no  explanation  for  the 
production  of  a  pattern  in  1724  without  crown,  ‘America’  or  date. 

Concerning  this  piece  Atkins  (Coins  of  the  British  Possessions  and  Colonies ,  1889)  writes: 
‘The  following  piece  is  described,  not  because  I  consider  it  as  strictly  belonging  to  this  series, 
but  because  it  bears  a  considerable  resemblance  to  the  twopence  of  1733,  and  might  be  con¬ 
founded  with  it’.  Although  Nelson’s  article  was  written  some  years  after  this,  the  evidence  just 
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set  out  supports  Atkins’  view  that  the  Rosa  sine  spina  piece  is  not  part  of  the  Rosa 
Americana  series.  Is  it  then  just  a  complimentary  medalet? 

The  matter  can  be  followed  up  by  considering  the  position  of  Wood  in  1724.  Wood  had 
obtained  patents  for  an  Irish  and  an  American  coinage  to  run  for  14  years  from  1  722.  He  had 
started  manufacture  in  mid-January  1723  (New  Style),  which  accounts  for  the  relative 
scarcity  of  coins  dated  1722.  The  Old  Style  year  1723  did  not  end  till  25  March  1724;  as  by 
the  summer  of  1724  it  was  clear  that  the  issues  were  not  going  to  be  accepted  in  Ireland  or 
America,  coins  dated  1724  are  also  rather  scarce.  The  problem  had  not  been  either  the 
quality  or  quantity  of  the  coins.  Nelson  writes  that  in  April  1724  ‘the  report  of  Sir  Isaac 
Newton,  the  Master  of  the  Royal  Mint,  proves  these  coins  to  have  been  very  admirable  pieces 
and  superior  to  any  copper  money  previously  coined  for  use  in  Ireland’.  In  little  over  a  year 
Wood  produced  some  6,500,000  Irish  halfpennies  and  1,000,000  farthings;  this  was  equal  to 
half  the  copper  output  of  the  Royal  Mint  for  the  whole  reign  of  George  I  and  it  suggests  an 
average  output  of  over  20,000  coins  a  day.  The  real  trouble  had  been  non-consultation  with 
the  Irish  and  American  authorities,  and  a  low  and  decreasing  weight  of  the  coins. 

There  seem  to  have  been  three  courses  open  to  Wood.  He  could  strive  to  get  other  patents; 
he  could  make  commemorative  or  complimentary  medalets  and  counters;  or  he  could  give  up 
business.  We  know  that  a  few  months  later  he  gave  up  the  Irish  patent  in  return  for  a  grant  of 
£3,000  a  year;  also  that  he  had  a  project  for  an  American  coinage  as  late  as  June,  1728, 
although  it  came  to  nothing.  He  died  in  1730,  but  in  1733  a  Rosa  Americana  pattern  was 
produced.  The  general  layout  resembles  that  of  previous  issues  (Fig.  5),  namely  an  obverse 
with  the  head  of  the  monarch  (now  George  II),  and  a  reverse  with  the  legends  ROSA 
AMERICANA  and  UTILE  DULC1;  the  type  of  rose  is  somewhat  similar  to,  but  far  from 
identical  with,  that  of  the  Caroline  pieces  (Fig.  6).  If  the  not  unreasonable  surmise  is  accepted 
that  this  is  indeed  a  pattern  associated  with  a  fresh  attempt  at  producing  an  American 
coinage,  it  seems  pertinent  to  ask  what  was  happening  to  the  business  over  the  years  1724  to 
1733. 

Pieces  produced  by  Wood  in  the  years  1724  to  1733.  The  first  piece  for  consideration  is  of 
76  grains  weight  in  Bath  metal;  Nelson  classes  it  as  a  Pattern  of  the  Irish  series.  In  his  words 
( B.N.J.  1905)  the  undated  reverse  shows  a  ‘female  figure  seated  to  the  left,  holding  in  her  out¬ 
stretched  right  hand  a  large  orb,  her  left  arm  supports  a  sceptre  and  rests  upon  a  shield  which 
bears  the  rose  and  thistle;  behind  the  shield  is  a  harp’  (Fig.  8).  If  the  photograph  in  Nelson’s 
article  is  studied  the  orb  and  sceptre  suggest  a  queen  regnant.  It  is  reminiscent  of  some  of  the 
copper  ‘patterns’  of  Queen  Anne,  who  was  said  to  be  the  Britannia  portrayed.  The  united  rose 
and  thistle  would  support  the  idea  that  reference  to  Anne  is  intended.  However,  the  coin 
illustrated  by  Nelson  immediately  above  has  a  Hibernia  reverse  of  1724  (Fig.  7);  after 
examining  this  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  the  conclusion  that  the  central  part  of  the  die  of  this  coin 
has  been  altered  to  the  orbed  and  sceptred  figure  previously  described.  The  inscription  has 
been  removed;  an  orb  replaces  the  leaves  of  the  palm,  but  the  bottom  of  the  stem  can  be  seen 
below  the  orb;  a  sceptre  is  put  over  the  hand  of  the  left  arm  which  formerly  lay  along  the  top 
of  the  harp;  the  shield  replaces  the  larger  portion  of  the  harp,  while  retaining  its  upper  and  left 
outline;  the  area  to  the  right  of  the  shield  shows  the  ghost  of  the  remainder  of  the  harp;  all  the 
rest  looks  identical.  The  heads  on  the  obverse  of  the  two  pieces  also  look  identical  but  the  ins¬ 
cription  has  been  altered;  the  flan  of  the  reconstructed  piece  is  7mm  less  in  diameter.  Hawkins 
considers  the  piece  is  a  counter  (A/./.  Geo.  I.  21,  p.  429).  Dowle  and  Finn  suggest  that  it  may 
be  a  pattern  for  the  English  coinage.  The  rose,  thistle  and  Irish  harp  emblems  raise  the 
possibility  that  it  was  a  suggestion  for  coinage  embracing  the  whole  British  Isles;  if  not  it 
would  make  only  a  relatively  insignificant  counter  or  medalet. 

The  Irish  pieces  with  a  crossed  sceptre  and  trident  of  halfpenny  and  farthing  size,  which 
have  an  Irish  George  I  obverse  and  are  dated  1724  (Fig.  9).  These  emblems,  as  Nelson  points 
out,  are  directly  copied  from  medalets  by  Briot  dated  1628.  Hawkins  says  at  that  time  the 
object  was  to  show  the  need  for  the  king  to  be  powerful  on  land  and  sea;  the  legend  REGIT 
VNVS  VTROQVE  is  translated  ‘one  rules  by  both’  (i.e.  the  sceptre  and  the  trident).  Nelson 
does  not  give  the  details  of  the  terms  of  Wood’s  patent  for  the  Irish  coins,  but  the  patent  for 
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the  American  coins  and  the  instructions  for  the  regal  Irish  coins  of  1737  suggest  that  such  a 
design  would  not  have  been  acceptable  to  the  crown  authorities.  Even  if  the  patent  permitted 
it,  could  Wood  really  have  thought  that  Ireland  or  America  would  at  that  juncture  accept 
pieces  reminding  them  of  England’s  overseas  domination,  with  nothing  to  indicate  their  own 
identity?  There  are  proofs  of  both  these  pieces,  which  suggest  that  they  had  a  serious 
purpose.  Could  they  have  been  an  early  step  towards  the  idea  of  a  patent  for  a  united  coinage 
of  metropolitan  and  overseas  possessions?  If  not  they  would  be  medalets  of  good  style  depict¬ 
ing  the  growing  importance  of  Britain  by  land  and  sea. 

Other  work  probably  or  possibly  by  Wood.  (1724—1733).  Mention  has  already  been  made 
of  A/./.  3  being  a  copy  of  the  reverse  of  M.I.  48.  Concerning  M.I.  12,  which  is  thought  to  be 
an  accession  or  coronation  piece  of  1727,  Hawkins  says  it  has  the  same  bust  of  Caroline  as 
M.I.  47,  which  he  attributes  to  Croker  (Fig.  10).  Doubt  has  already  been  cast  on  the  date 
(1718)  which  he  gives  for  this;  the  absence  of  Croker’s  name  or  initials  does  not  necessarily 
indicate  that  he  was  not  involved,  although  Wroth  (Diet.  Nat.  Biog.)  says  the  initials  I.C. 
‘almost  invariably’  appear  after  1704.  Moreover,  this  same  bust  in  M.I.  12  has  initials  I.H.; 
Hawkins  noting  this  says  the  ‘artist  is  unknown’.  The  engravers  employed  by  Wood  had  the 
surnames  Harold,  Lammas,  and  Standbroke;  if  it  could  be  shown  that  Harold’s  forename 
was,  say,  John,  this  piece  might  have  been  his  work. 

As  far  as  can  be  seen  by  study  of  the  photographs  it  would  appear  that  the  die  of  M.I.  47 
has  been  sharpened  up  a  little  (Fig.  1 1).  To  produce  M.I.  12  it  was  possible  to  preserve  the  in¬ 
scription  as  far  as  WILHELMINA  C;  after  that  point  it  was  not  necessary  to  alter  all  the 
other  letters  of  the  somewhat  unusual  inscription,  e.g.  ‘L’  in  CHARLOTTE;  ‘.I’  in  PRIN;  the 
first  ‘A’  in  WALLIA.  In  addition  other  letters  only  needed  partial  altering.  The  large  rose 
stops,  while  being  a  compliment  to  Caroline,  would  blot  out  traces  of  previous  lettering.  Of 
just  possible  significance  is  the  fact  that  some  half-dozen  Rosa  Americana  pieces  have  similar 
stops. 

Nelson  says  that  the  specimen  of  M.I.  48  in  the  National  Collection  is  in  white  metal,  while 
his  is  in  Bath  metal,  but  that  both  are  ‘Extremely  rare’;  an  example  recently  examined  seems 
to  be  in  Bath  metal.  This  metal  for  the  American  coinage  was  to  consist  of:  ‘Fine  virgin  silver’ 
1  part;  ‘superfine  brass  of  pure  copper’  300  parts;  ‘double  refined  linck’  (zinc)  99  parts.  He 
further  informs  us  that  the  blanks  ‘were  heated  prior  to  being  struck  by  the  die,  which  was 
elevated  to  a  height  and  then  allowed  to  descend,  and  this  no  doubt  accounts  for  the  many 
specimens  which  appear  blistered,  as  though  they  had  been  subjected  to  the  action  of  fire’. 
This  would  seem  to  apply  to  the  specimen  of  M.I.  48,  personally  examined. 

In  1727  Croker  produced  two  medals  at  the  time  of  the  coronation  of  George  II  and 
Caroline  (M.I.  4  and  8,  pp.  479, 480).  There  were  several  small  and  crude  copies  made,  often 
bearing  the  initials  T  or  TT;  Hawkins  ascribes  these  to  T.  Tibs  and  says  they  were  made  ‘for 
sale  in  the  streets’.  The  surfaces  of  several  of  these  are  as  Nelson  describes;  some  are  of  light 
brass,  others  very  dark,  but  with  bright  brassy  streakings.  Although  there  seems  no  known 
connection  with  Wood’s  workplace  it  is  worth  bearing  in  mind  that  they  might  be  such 
products,  made  to  offset  the  failure  of  the  Irish  and  American  ventures. 

1733  and  after.  What  prompted  the  proprietors  to  make  another  effort  at  American 
coinage  in  1733?  No  trace  of  any  attempt  to  follow  this  up  is  known;  Nelson  says  of  the  three 
specimens  of  this  pattern  known  in  Bath  metal  that  one  had  been  lost  in  a  shipwreck. 
However  at  that  time  there  were  six  uniface  examples  of  the  obverse  made  in  steel;  the 
suggestion  he  makes  is  that  they  were  made  to  illustrate  the  excellence  of  the  metal,  which 
had  been  produced  by  a  process  devised  by  Wood. 

Forrer  (Spink  Num.  Circ.  May  1914)  says  that  the  1733  Manx  coinage  may  be  ‘said  to  ter¬ 
minate  the  ventures  of  Wood  and  his  representatives’.  This  view  is  that  of  Nelson;  pieces  were 
said  to  be  in  Bath  metal  which  would  support  the  idea.  However,  Pridmore  (European 
Territories )  shows  the  patterns  date  back  to  1721;  that  the  pieces  are  no  longer  considered  to 
be  in  Bath  metal ;that  the  tin  (2 1%)  bronze  issue  is  known  to  have  been  made  on  the  Island; 
and  he  makes  no  mention  of  Wood. 

The  American  patent  would  have  expired  in  1736;  can  anything  else  be  attributed  to 
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Wood’s  enterprises?  The  shadowy  T.  Tibs,  though  said  to  be  responsible  for  one  of  the  crude 
and  brassy  Portobello  series  of  1739,  seems  to  have  had  no  connection  with  Wood  apart 
from  the  very  tentative  suggestions  of  a  link  previously  mentioned.  Perhaps  1733  really  was 
the  end. 

Allied  pieces.  There  is  some  parallel  with  those  pieces  of  William  and  Mary,  which  were  at 
one  time  considered  to  be  pattern  farthings.  Some  of  them  show  Mary  on  the  obverse,  while 
the  reverse  which  refers  to  the  childless  queen  has  one  fully  bloomed  rose  on  a  leafy  stalk, 
with  an  appropriate  laudatory  inscription  in  Latin  (Fig.  12). 

Lastly  a  piece  apparently  showing  the  satire  and  abuse  which  Wood  brought  upon  himself 
by  his  methods.  A  cartoon  of  1724  shows  barrels  of  his  coins  being  dragged  by  devils;  it  thus 
seems  likely  that  one  of  his  Irish  obverses  with  a  well-engraved  devil’s  head  on  the  reverse  is 
contemporary  comment. 

ENVOI.  From  a  study  of  pieces  complimentary  to  Caroline  of  Anspach  has  emerged  a 
connection  with  William  Wood.  This  has  led  to  the  proposition  that,  when  coin  manufacture 
ceased  in  1724,  Wood  produced  a  number  of  complimentary  and  commemorative  medalets 
of  varying  merit.  Because  he  used  or  abused  coinage  dies,  some  of  the  resulting  pieces  have 
for  long  been  considered  as  patterns  for  the  Irish  and  American  series.  This  view  is 
challenged,  but  the  status  of  these  and  some  other  pieces  remains  in  doubt;  the  story  is  far 
from  complete.  It  is  fascinating  to  explore  a  mystery,  but  frustrating  not  fully  to  solve  it.  It  is 
because  of  this  and  because  of  the  rare  and  highly-prized  nature  of  the  Rosa  patterns  and 
other  pieces  mentioned,  that  the  opinion  of  readers  as  regards  the  whole  matter  is  earnestly 
sought. 

Almost  as  a  postscript,  allusion  is  made  to  the  fact  that  there  are  several  medals  in  honour 
of  Caroline  without  the  ‘Rosa’  inscription;  many  coins  from  Henry  VIII  to  Charles  I  carry  it. 
The  sentiment  of  there  being  ‘No  rose  without  a  thorn'  goes  back  to  classical  times,  but  it  was 
evidently  considered  more  politic  to  leave  out  the  negative  when  describing  the  Tudors,  and 
indeed  sometimes  to  add  as  prefix  ‘Rutilans’  (dazzling;  literally  glowing  red).  On  the  other 
hand,  there  seems  no  derogatory  intent  on  the  counter/medalets  of  Caroline's  favourite  son, 
William  Duke  of  Cumberland  (A/./.  Geo.  II.  312,  p.  627)  and  daughter-in-law,  Augusta 
Princess  of  Wales  (A/./.  308,  p.  626)  where  the  reverses  have  ‘Nulle  rose  sans  epine'  in 
association  with  a  Cupid  gathering  roses. 

Wood  attracted  widespread  and  blistering  criticism  in  his  lifetime;  but  while  historians  have 
given  harsh  judgments  on  many  of  the  Royal  Family  in  the  Hanoverian  era,  overall  they  have 
not  upset  the  first  verdict  on  Caroline  -  ‘Rosa  sine  spina’.

WILLIAM  PITT:  STATESMAN 

A.  F.  AMANN 
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Sir  Winston  Churchill  has  been  described  as  ‘the  greatest  Englishman'  but  perhaps  only  those 
of  us  who  were  adults  in  1940  can  realise  how  much  we  owe  to  him  in  our  nation’s  defiance  of 
Nazism;  but  had  we  lived  at  the  close  of  the  eighteenth  century  we  should  have  regarded 
William  Pitt  as  one  of  the  greatest  of  English  statesmen.  With  a  courage  that  never  faltered  he 
guided  the  country  when  Britain  was  left  to  continue  the  fight  alone  against  the  might  of 
Napoleon. 

Pitt  was,  of  course,  bom  with  a  silver  spoon  in  his  mouth.  His  father.  Lord  Chatham,  was 
the  man  who  successfully  guided  the  country’s  destinies  during  the  middle  years  of  the 
eighteenth  century  and  his  mother,  Hester  Grenville,  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  most 
influential  political  families  in  Britain.  His  long  parliamentary  career  divides  itself  into  two 
periods,  one  of  peace  when  in  1783  at  the  age  of  24  he  became  Prime  Minister,  and  of  war 
from  1793  until  his  resignation  in  1801.  In  1804  the  war,  suspended  by  the  Peace  of  Amiens, 
broke  out  again  with  renewed  vigour;  Pitt  resumed  the  premiership  and,  with  the  threat  of 
invasion,  he  inspired  the  nation  with  unbounded  confidence,  despite  Allied  defeats  on  the 
Continent.  The  victory  of  Trafalgar,  however,  restored  the  Nation's  fortunes  and  Pitt  was 
hailed  as  the  saviour  of  Europe.  ‘England  has  saved  herself  by  her  courage’,  he  said  in  what 
was  his  last  public  speech,  ‘she  will  save  Europe  by  her  example.’  But  in  1805  came  Austerlitz 
where  on  December  2  Napoleon  decisively  defeated  the  combined  armies  of  Austria  and 
Russia.  By  this  time  Pitt  was  a  very  sick  man  but  on  learning  of  this  defeat  he  insisted  on 
returning  from  Bath  to  London  but  his  health  was  completely  broken  and  he  died  at  his  home 
in  Putney  on  January  23  1806  at  the  age  of  47,  his  last  words  being,  ‘My  country!  How  I 
leave  my  country’.  He  was  buried  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

Pitt’s  private  life  is  something  of  an  enigma.  He  never  married  and  did  not  mix  much  with 
Society.  He  had  great  self-control  but  his  reliance  on  alcohol,  his  aversion  to  women,  and  his 
attraction  to  young  men  remained  a  speculation  for  the  professional  biographer. 

At  the  time  of  the  incapacity  of  George  III  due  to  mental  illness  a  general  election  was 
anticipated  and  an  advertising  token  was  issued  with  the  bust  of  Pitt  on  the  obverse  and  the 
date  1789,  and  on  the  reverse  the  words  ‘The  Supporter  of  the  Constitution  of  Old  England’. 
The  king  recovered  however  and  Pitt  remained  in  office. 

In  1794  John  Horn,  a  stationer  of  Dover  and  the  proprietor  of  a  library  and  reading  room, 
issued  a  token  with  the  bust  of  Pitt  facing  right  and  the  legend  ‘The  R.  Hon.  W.  Pitt,  Lord 
Warden  Cinque  Ports’.  On  the  reverse  was  a  shield  containing  the  arms  of  Dover  and  the 
date  1794  and  the  words  ‘Cinque  Ports  Token  at  Dover’.  There  is  an  edge  reading  ‘At  Horn’s 
Library’.  There  is  another  with  the  bust  of  Pitt  facing  left  and  on  the  reverse  a  warship  in  full 
sail  with  the  words  ‘The  Wooden  Walls  of  Old  England'  and  an  edge  reading  ‘Payable  in 
Lancaster,  London  or  Bristol’. 

Pitt  was  appointed  Warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports  in  1792,  a  position  of  high  honour  and 
trust  which  has  since  been  held  by  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  Sir  Winston  Churchill  and,  at 
present,  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  the  Queen  Mother.  Incidentally,  she  is  the  first  woman  to  hold 
the  office  which  dates  back  at  least  to  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 

As  with  most  eminent  people  who  occupied  prominent  places  in  national  affairs  there  were 
several  memorial  medals  struck  for  Pitt.  One  in  silver  dated  1806  had  his  bust  facing  left 
designed  by  P.  Wyon  with  Britannia  on  the  reverse  weeping  beside  a  tomb.  One  in  bronze 
dated  1813  was  produced  for  the  Manchester  Pitt  Club  and  another,  dated  1814,  for  the 
Liverpool  Pitt  Club.  These  were  large  medals,  approximately  two  inches  in  diameter,  with  the 
obverses  designed  by  T.  Wyon  Jr.  See  nos.  U90-92  on  page  113. 


NATIONAL  COIN  WEEK,  15-21  APRIL  1983 


First  details  of  National  Coin  Week  appeared  in  the  February  Bulletin .  p.  40,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  are  now  really  getting  under  way.  The  aims  of  National  Coin  Week  are  to  promote 
coin  collecting;  to  encourage  collectors  to  join  numismatic  societies  and  visit  coin  exhibits  in 
museums;  to  encourage  collectors  to  read  the  magazines,  and  to  foster  a  closer  rapport 
between  collectors  and  dealers. 

The  main  events  which  will  occur  during  National  Coin  Week  are  Coinex  North,  the 
BANS  Annual  Congress  at  Bristol,  and  the  issue  of  the  £1  coin  on  21st  April.  The  Royal 
Mint  is  promoting  a  Young  Collectors  Competition  and  will  also  be  circularising  some  24,000 
schools  with  their  'pack'  Royal  Mint  Money  Matters  which  will  include  three  wall  charts. 
Displays  of  coins  are  being  arranged  in  a  number  of  large  stores,  building  society  windows 
and  the  media,  via  local  radio  stations,  will  be  closely  involved  in  the  promotion.  The  series  of 
special  lectures  at  the  British  Museum  (listed  in  the  March  Bulletin ,  p.  72)  has  started  but 
goes  on  until  20th  April. 

Members  of  the  British  Numismatic  Trade  Association  are  deeply  involved  and  we  at 
Seaby  will,  along  with  many  other  members  of  the  BNTA,  be  pleased  to  give  free  valuations 
of  coins  during  National  Coin  Week.  There  are  many  local  activities  planned,  so  keep  an  eye 
on  your  local  paper  and  dealer  and  an  ear  to  your  local  radio  station.  National  Coin  Week  is 
an  innovation  in  this  country  that  will  do  much  to  bring  'our'  hobby,  numismatics,  to  a  much 
wider  audience,  especially  to  the  notice  of  the  young  collector  and  anything  that  promotes  the 
hobby  and  introduces  new  people  to  it  is  a  good  thing. 


REVIEW 

Buying  and  Selling  Coins:  A  Basic  Guide.  By  Michael  Freeman.  London,  Barrie  &  Jenkins,  1983. 
8|  x  5{  ins.  93  pp.  illustrated  throughout;  paperback,  £3.95  (plus  £1  postage). 

Michael  Freeman  is  well  known  for  his  work  on  the  British  bronze  coinage  but  here  he  turns  to  a 
broader  field,  a  veritable  minefield,  in  offering  advice  on  the  buying  and  selling  of  coins.  Many  people 
would  suggest  that  it  is  a  subject  that  cannot  lend  itself  as  the  text  of  a  book  because  it  is  too  individual 
and  idiosyncratic.  This  is  true  only  up  to  a  point  -  knowledge,  experience  and  flair  are  all  important 
ingredients  but,  nevertheless,  there  are  basic  ground  rules  to  be  followed.  Some  are  so  basic  that  it  is 
easy  to  overlook  them  and  it  is  a  great  advantage  to  have  them  laid  out,  carefully  bringing  them  back  to 
one's  attention.  Freeman's  six  main  chapter  headings  bring  this  out:  How  to  identify  coins  correctly; 
How  to  grade  coins  correctly;  How  to  take  car*-  of  your  coins;  How  to  value  coins  correctly;  Which 
coins  should  I  buy?  How,  when  and  where  to  buy  and  sell.  There  is  a  lengthy  Introduction  before  these 
chapters  and  a  Conclusion  following  them.  Some  of  the  chapter  headings  may  sound  a  little  blase,  but 
they  are  accurate,  and  often  appropriately  subdivided. 

Freeman  has  taken  quite  an  objective  look  at  the  numismatic  business,  his  comments  are  apposite 
and  he  does  not  fall  into  the  trap  into  which  the  author  of  such  a  book  can  easily  be  led,  of  giving  long 
lists  of  top  prices.  He  cites  examples  of  coins  and  prices  realized  (and  the  date  when  it  occurred)  as 
necessary  to  make  a  point,  drawing  extensively  in  places  on  the  Seaby  Index  that  J.  Pearson  Andrew 
submits  from  time  to  time  in  the  Business  section  of  The  Daily  Telegraph.  There  is  a  bias  in  citing  coins 
in  the  British  series  but  this  is  not  a  fault,  it  is  to  be  expected  and  it  is  leavened  by  appropriate  mention 
and  illustrations  of  ancient  and  foreign  coins.  His  aim  is  to  present  a  balanced  picture  without  being 
otiose  or  dogmatic  -  quite  difficult  to  achieve  in  a  relatively  short  text.  This  is  one  of  the  benefits  of  the 
book,  it  is  short,  to  the  point  and  does  exactly  what  it  sets  out  to  do  -  be  a  basic  guide.  It  is  a  book  that 
has  points  in  it  for  everyone,  if  only  as  a  memory  refresher  of  approaches  to  some  of  the  problems.  No 
one  reading  it  is  going  to  rush  out  and  set  up  dealing  in  coins  but  anyone  who  collects  coins  and  has  an 
interest  in  their  collection  is  going  to  find  it  a  useful  and  enjoyable  book.  There  is  considerably  more  to  it 
than  its  basic  title  implies  of  buying  and  selling  coins  -  it  is  good  common  sense  about  coins  and  even  if 
you  would  not  contemplate  selling  any  coins  (as  a  collector  you  must  obviously  buy)  it  is  a  book  well 
worth  reading.  It  is  well  produced  and  Frank  Purvey ’s  illustrations  are  reproduced  to  a  high  standard. 
In  all.  a  good  book  at  a  very  reasonable  price.  Peter  Clayton
